New fork, without having a certifi- 
cate for which he shall pay to the 
troiifatirer of the board of police for 
tho use of the police pension fund 
tbo sum of $2, the certificate to re- 
main in force one year.

aro 3,000 men who run stationary 
engines in this city and who believe 
that this is an outrage. 
We believe 


that when you consider how very 
httlo we fire paid by comparison with 
fie pay of the police, and how much 
responsibility rests on us, and how 
much actual hard work we have to 
do compared with what tho police 
have, it would be much more fair to 
make tho police subscribe to a fund 
for the engineers; though that would 
bo an outrage also."

I any further that they are working- 
men, and that they believe that an 
injustice to ono man among them is 
an injustice to all, so that Grover 
Cleveland can never be President if 
thoir votes will keep him home." 


"Who aro you going to vote for?" 
"I am going to vote for Elaine, 


but some will go for Butler, some 
for St. John, and some for anybody, 
no matter who, 
so long as it isn't 


Cleveland."
